Dolphin Said to Favor Strike.

He spoke on the same platform 
with the leader of the miners at Washington 
park on labor day, and has accompanied 
him on many of his recent oratorical tours. 
It is said Mr. Dolphin is in favor of calling 
out the telegraphers should the railroads try 
to carry sufficient coal to the markets to re- 
lieve the present famine. 


Cause of Mitchell’s Confidence. 

President Mitchell's knowledge that the 
trainmen are prepared to aid the miners in 
an extremity is said to be partly the cause 
of the confidence noticeable in his public 
utterances. 

On Labor day and on the occasion of his 
last speech at the labor lyceum in this city 
last Sunday he spoke of possible failure for 
the miners as the greatest blow that could 


the world. Since then he has declared that 
the miners cannot fall. 

The refusal of the trainmen to handle any 
coal mined for the markets and the coépera- 
tion of the telegraphers would, it is believed, 
destroy the power of the coal operators. 


Labor Official Talks, 

One of the most prominént labor officials 
of the city, who is one of John Mitchell's 
suppofters, said last night: 

“The officers of the unions of the em- 
ployés of the railroads will doubtless deny 
they contemplate striking. I know they 
have been holding special meetings and that 
they have extended to the miners their cor- 
dial sympathy in the strike and also sub- 
stantial support. 

Only a few days ago there was a secret 
meeting at Trenton of representatives of 
the trainmen's unions on all the coal carry- 
ing roads. That it had reference to the 
strike of the miners was deb, indicated 
by the fact that it was held immediately after 
an open meeting in which the trainmen 
made contributions to the miners. 

It is certain that the trainmen are today 
in a position to tie up, absolutely, ever coal 
carrying road at a moment’s notice.“ 


Stone and McMullin Confer. 
M. K. McMuHin of Pittsburg, who was one

Mr. Markle said he believed the efforts of 
Gov. Stone and other leading politicians of 
the country were atan end. He added: 

I believe Gov. Stone, like all other per- 
sons desirous of using their good offices to 
bring the strike to a close, if possible, have 
discovered the true situation, and realized 
that intervention is out of the question. 
Others, from Senator Hanna down, have 
realized the same thing.“ 

Mr. Markle reiterated his statements that 
there would be no arbitration.

QUITS AT 


E. P. ROSENTHAL RESIGNS FROM 
ROOSEVELT COMMITTEE. 


Secretary of the Body That Is to Re- 
ceive the President in Chicago "Is 
Disturbed by a Rumor That He Is 
an Unfit Person to Help Greet the 
Nation’s Executive—Asks That He 
Be Dropped in the Interest of Mar 
mony—Praised by Lowden. 


— 


A report that two men of anarchistic ten- 
dencies were members of the general com- 
mittee for the reception of President Roose- 
velt in Chicago on Oct. 3 led to the resigna- 
tion last night of Ephraim Philip Rosenthal, 
secretary of the committee. 

Mr. Rosenthal was one of the two men 
mentioned in the rumor. In his letter of res- 


ignation he does not state whether or not 


he is a ‘believer in ideal or philosophic an- 
archy, whieh is the suggestion made in the 
rumor. Shortly after the assassination of 
President McKinley, Mr. Rosenthal was ac- 
tive in behalf of Emma Goldman and Abra- 
ham Isaak, then under arrest here, main- 
taining they should be given all the protec- 
tion afforded by law. 

Max Rabinoff, another member of the com- 
mittee, aleo was mentioned in the rumor. 
Mr. Rabinoff declared last night that he was 
not an anarchist, ideal or otherwise. 


Tells of Rumor; Resigns. 

In his letter of resignation, which is ad- 
dressed to Frank O. Lowden, chairman of 
the general committee, Mr. Rosenthal says: 

To the Chairman of the Committee for 
the Entertainment of President Roosevelt— 
Dear Sir: 
a rumor which may affect my usefulness 
in connection with the work of your commit- 

In order to avoid all discussion which 


may by any possibility tend to prevent the 


complete success of President Roosevelt's 
entertainment in Chicago, I beg to tender 
you herewith my resignation as secretary 
and member of the general committee, and 
ask mat it be accepted at once. 

E. P. ROSENTHAL.” 


Lowden Advises Acceptance. 

Mr. Lowden immediately prepared and 
gave out the following statement: 

“I have known Mr. Rosenthal for two 
years or more, and have seen no evidence 
of his belief in any doctrine which is not 
uplifting and helpful to the race. 

Even if he were interested, as is charged, 
in seeing that Emma Goldman and other 
suspects had all the protection the law af- 
fords, I can see nothing in this to criticise. 
It is the first duty which my profession 
enjoins upon its members to see that every 
safeguard of the law is thrown around even 
the humblest or most depraved member of 
society. Surely, no .complaint can reason- 
ably be made against Mr. Rosenthal for 
acting upon this principle. In fact, let it 
be recalled that President McKinley asked 
that the protection of the law be afforded 
to his own assassin. 

However, Mr. Rosenthal has seen fit 
to tender his resignation, and I believe that 
simply to avoid discussion for the future, 
and to settle this episode, the committee 
should accept his resignation. If the com-

Explains for the Committee. 
Shortly after Mr. Lowden had given out 
his statement Thomas D. Knight, who rep- 
resents the Hamilton club on the general 
committee, explained how Mr. Rosenthal 
came to be on the committee. He said:

Held to Be Above Criticism.

8. Stone, vice chairman; and Mr. Rosenthal, 
secretary, had been chosen by the Industrial 
Art league, of which they are members. 
Charles L. Hutchinson protested against this 
mode of procedure and said that the com- 


‘ mittee should have chosen the officers. 


„While I agreed with Mr. Hutchinson I 
took the position that the officers chosen by 
the league were above criticism. The ques- 
tion was put to a vote and the officers were 
approved unanimously.” 

Mr. Rosenthal, as secretary, has been in 
close touch,with Secretary Cortelyou, having 
sent and received all the telegrams dealing 
with the arrangements for the chief execu- 
tive’s reception. 

Neither Chief of Police O'Neill nor any of 
the members of the committee entertains the 
thought that any harm could possibly have 
come to President Roosevelt through Mr. 
Rosenthal's association with the commit-

CZAR THREATENS 
AMERICAN SHIPS 


Russia Orders Fleet of Gun- 
boats Into Bering Sea 
to Run Down Seal 

Poachers. 


MAY OPEN OLD DISPUTE. 


Illegal Fishers, Under Flags of 
United States and Japan, 

to Be Either Cap- 
tured or Sunk. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Sept. 18, 3 a. m Russia has re- 
opened the Bering sea seal controversy in a 
manner that may involve the United States 
and Japan in fresh complications over the 
long disputed controversy, this time with the 
czar’s government. 

A fleet of three gunboats has been or- 
dered to the Bering sea to put a stop to illicit 
sea! fishing within the limits of Russia’s 
maritime jurisdiction on the Siberian coast. 
Under orders the gunboats will- capture all 
American and Japanese poachers found. If 
the poaching vessels attempt to escape they 
will be fired upon. 


Russia’s Purpose Outlined. 

‘Russia’s intentions are revealed in an an- 
nouncement made at Odessa by the Russian 
minister of agriculture and state domains, 
M. Yermoloff, and cabled to the Dally Stand- 
ard as follows: 

M. Yermoloff has announced that he has 
now taken effective measures for the sup- 
pression of the systematic poaching opera- 
tions of Americans and Japanese among the 
seal and other sea animals on the northeast- 
ern coast of Siberia. 

Although anxious to comply with the re- 
iterated representations of Russia the Wash- 
ington and Tokio governments have failed to 
put an end to this illicit fishing in Russian 
waters. 


Will Be Treated as Pirates. 

M. Yermoloff now gives formal notice 
that American and Japanese poachers cap- 
tured within the limits of Russia's maritime 
jurisdiction on the Siberian coast will be 
Mable to three months’ imprisonment and 
their ships * cargoes to confiscation. This 
order will be enforced by three fast gun- 
boats. 

No discrimination will be made; the com- 
manders and crews of poaching vessels will 
be subjected to the same punishment. In 
| case of refusal to surrender, or attempt to 
escape, the commanders of the Russian 
gunboats are empowered to fire upon and 
sink the sea pirates“. 


PEARY EXPECTED TOARRIVE 
_ FROM POLAR REGION TODAY. 


Steamer Windward, with Arctic Ex- 
plorer, Due at Sydney, N. S., This 
Morning—Dr. Dedrick on Board. 


SIDNEY, N. S., Sept. 17.—[Special.]—H. 
L. Bridgeman, secretary of the Peary Arctic 
club, arrived here today to meet Lieut. R. 
E. Peary, who is on his way home, after a 
stay of nearly five years in the polar regions. 

The steamer Windward, with Lieut. Peary, 
Mrs. Peary, and their daughter, is due to 
arrive at this port early tomorrow (Thurs- 
day) morning. 

Telegrams received here state that Dr. 
Dedrick, the surgeon of the expedition, who 
two years ago left the Windward because of 
a personal dispute with Lieut. Peary, is on 
the Windward, and that heis perfectly sound 
im mind. 

Dr. Dedrick’s connection with the expedi- 
tion is one of the most interesting features 
of the story of Lieut. Peary’s four years’ 
stay in the polar seas. 

For more than two years Dr. Dedrick has 
lived with the natives. The inside facts 
concerning his differences with the com- 
mander of the expedition are not known. 
It is only certain that Dr. Dedrick left the 
Windward; that he did not live at Peary’s 
winter quarters; that he lived alone with 
the natives. 

There have been many sensational reports 
concerning the strange affair. One was to 
the effect that Dr. Dedrick had become in- 
sane. Another was that he had been ma- 
rooned by Lieut. Peary. 

It now tranepires that neither of these 
reports is true. Not only is Dr. Dedrick 
gane but it is known that, despite his per- 
sonal differencés with Peary, he has con- 
tinued to serve the expedition as its surgeon.

While there is a difference of opinion 
among loca! bankers as to the money outlook, 
the general belief is that the demand will be 
supplied without difficulty, notwithstanding 
the conditions brought about by the United 
States subtreasury system. 

The movement of currency toward the ag- 
ricultural sections of the country is in. ex- 
cess of last year’s shipments, although the 
harvesting season is far from being over. 
It is estimated that over $87,000,000 will have 
been supplied by Chicago banks, in bills of 


of the Mississippi valley before the crops 
are all put away for the season. 


Chicago a Distributing Center. 
This large amount of money is not consid- 
ered an indication of abnormal conditions 


touch with the situation. Some of them 
stated yesterday that for the first time in 
four or five years the banks of this city were 
able to meet the demand for currency, which 
is inevitable at this season, without experi- 
encing any trouble. This condition is taken 
as but one of many proofs of Chicagos stand- 
ing as an important money distributing cen- 
ter. 

It was learned on good authority yesterday 
that the First National bank, which has 
$52,000,000 in country deposits, had during 
the last three days shipped over $900,000 to 
the west and northwest. President Forgan 
refused to confirm this report, or to give 
any figures going to show the volume of busi- 


currency shipments. Other bankers were 
less reticent, however, and from the figures 
supplied by them it can be safely estimated 
that nearly 32,000,000 has been withdrawn 
daily during the present week. 


_ Thinks Demand About Normal. 

„We are sending out from $250,000 to 
$300,000 a day in eurrerty,"’ said Ernest A. 
Hamill, president of the Corn Exchange Na- 
tional bank, dut the demand for money 
causes us no embarrassment. It is the first 
time in four or five years that the Chicago 
banks have had no difficulty in getting cur- 
rency for the farmers. Last year there was 
a short wheat and corn.crop, and a compari- 
son of the business of that season with 
this year’s would not be a fair one. I do 
not consider the money demand beyond the 
normal in volume.“ 


Cashier Talbert's Estimate.

My estimate is reached after making due 
allowances for present prices and for the 
volume of the coming crop,” said Mr. Tal- 
bert. Inquiry among our country corre- 
spondents shows that the movement of cur- 
rency is earlier than in previous years, but 
is not abnormally large. On account of this 
earlier movement the aggregate shipments of 
currency are considerably in excess as com- 
pared with the shipments of last year at this 
time. Probably $1,500,000 to #2,000,000 is go- 
ing out of the city daily, and I believe the 
movement will continue for the next forty- 
five days. We have been shipping from 
$250,000 to $300,000 each day for the last three 
days, or more than twice as much as we 
shipped at this period last year.” 


Expects Rush in October. 

John C. Black, president of the Continental 
National bank, said his bank had experienced 
no unusual demand for currency during the 
last ten days. 

“TI consider the season not far enough 
advanced to produce the customary heavy 
demand for currency, said Mr. Black. “It 
is at least fifteen days too early, in my opin- 
ion, for the Chicago banks to experience the 
annual call from the agricultural communi- 
ties. The crops are not yet matured. Octo- 
ber is the month when business reaches its 
highest point with the farmers.”’ 


Says Demand Is Nearly Over. 

Robert M. McKinney, assistant cashier of 
the National Bank of the Republic, who has 
charge of the currency shipments for that 
institution, takes a view of the eituation ex- 
actly opposite to that held by President 
Black. 

“I believe the demand for currency is 
nearly over, said Mr. McKinney. “ Last 
year the shipments practically ceased by 
Sept. 1. This year the crops are backward, 
and the money demand came later. Our daily 
shipments for the last week have not aver- 
aged more than $25,000, and I shall be sur- 
prised if they grow any larger this fall.“

The 
speaker has, however, intrenched himself 
in his rooms in the hotel, to which all but 
his intimates were barred, and the last word 
sent out tonight was that he intended firmly 
to stick by his announcement of yesterday, . 


Henderson May Yet Run. 

His friends here, however, are not yet 
without hope that Mr. Henderson may yet 
be the republican candidate for congress 
in this, the Third Iowa district. They are 
figuring that the seeming improbability of 
a convention being able to agree on a nom- 
inee in the speaker's place will result in 
a unanimous demand that he again make 
the race, and that demand, added to the 
tremendous party pressure brought on him 
today, and which is likely to increase rather 
than diminish, will compel him to alter his 
decision. 


Roosevelt Urges Reconsideration. 

President Roosevelt's telegram was al- 
most the first one Speaker Henderson re- 
ceived this morning.

DOUBTS HENDERSON’S EXCUSE. 


President Roosevelt Said to Have Been 
Greatly Vexed by News of Speak- 
* er's Decision. 


Oyster Bay, N. X., Sept. 17.— [Special.] 
One of President Roosevelt's visitors today 
came down from Sagamore hill, reporting 
that he found Mr. Roosevelt in a stete of 
considerable indignation over Speaker iten- 
derton’s declaration that he would not run

He said that the president did not seem to 
feel that Mr. Henderson had given his real 
reasons for refusing the nomination, and, in 
seeking for a subterfuge, had hit upon an 
excuse which had put himself, the repub- 
licans of Iowa, the republicane of the na- 
tion, and particularly the president in a most 
embarrassing position.

that the tariff and the trusts are not matters 
to be handled together. 

Spoils Iowa Visit. 

The president has publicly and privately 
expreseed this conviction many times lately. 
If Mr. Henderson and his advisers had de- 
liberately sought a way to make the presi- 
dént’s coming to Iowa unpleasant politically 
they could not, in the opinion of this man to 
whom the président talked today, have found 
a more successful method.

It is not at all unlikely, in the opinion of 
those who have followed matters here to- 
day, that there will be an interesting inquiry 
into the source of Mr. Henderson's advice 
to do as he has dome. :

Babcock Explains Position. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 17.—[Special.)— 
When the attention 6f Representative Bab- 
cock, chairman of the republican congres- 
sional committee, was called to a published 
réport of the Oyster Bay conference in 
which it was stated that ‘‘ the Babcock plan 
of putting trust made goods on the free list 
was not mentioned, Mr. Babcock dictated 
the following statement: 

“I have never advocated putting trust 
made goods on the free list because they 
were manufactured by a combination or a 
trust, nor do I know of any republican who 
has. We have always antagonized this 
proposition, which is of democratic origin, 
and I want to call attention to an author- 
ized interview on the Iowa platform which 
fully explains my position on this subject 
as published Aug. 1, in which I said that 
the tariff plank is in harmony with the re- 
publican national platform of 1896, which 
Says: ‘ We are not pledged to any particu- 
lar schedules. The question of rates is a 
practical question to be governed by the 
conditions of time and production.’ 

The result of the election of 1896 enabled 
the republican party to repeal the obnoxious 
Wilson law and enact in its place the pres- 
ent Dingley tariff, and as I understand the 
Iowa platform it means just what the na- 
tional platform of .1896 says—that when 
changes become necessary by the conditions 
of time and production such changes should 
be made in harmony with the republican 
policy of protection. 


Ready to Meet New Issues. 


“The republican party has ever been 
ready to meet new conditions, and I believe 
it will handle this question courageously and 
in line with the republican platform of 
1896, under which the Dingley tariff law was 
enacted. The lowa platform and the demo- 
cratic idea of tariff reform are as far apart 
as the heavens from the earth. 

Any changes that the republican party 
would make would be strictly upon protec- 
tive lines, while the democratic idea would 
be a tariff for revenue only, which means 
free trade.

whether an individual or a combination of 
individuals, but the question is the compara- 
tive cost of the manufacture of such articles 
in this country with the cost of similar ar- 
ticles in foreign countries. 

In this question the wages of labor is 
the all important factor. The democratic 
idea, ifyenacted into law, would mean the 
closing of factories, followed by idleness, like 
the conditions that existed under the Wilson 
tariff law.“

Resolved. That we will encourage with our 
patronage union and independent factory goods 
distributed by any one who will show a committee 
of this association that they are not allied with a 
trust and will avoid all trust methods. We agree 
to discourage the sale of all trust goods. 

Resolved, That in order to have the citizens of 
the United States thoroughly understand our po- 
sition, over the place of business of every member 


of the association be placed a sign bearing the 
trade mark of the association.

TEM RESULTS IN SAMENESS. 


Mme. Baker in an Address Declares 


That Parisians Now Are Lacking 
in Originality and That American 
Modistes Must Depend on Their Own 
Brains for “Creations Trouble 
in Dealing with Women Who Resent 
Questions as to Ability to “Pay.” 


Auditors at the dressmakers’ meeting in 
the Fine Arts building were alarmed last 


night by a declaration that the convention | 


might result in driving away business from 


the more aspiring modistes. Mme. Baker 
said she had been told by a customer the 


exhibition of models would cheapen the de- 


signs by making them common. 
“A customer of mine,“ she said, “ com- 


plained that after this display every minor 


dressmaker will have the same patterns 
that the best have and she wanted to know 


“where she could look then for the exclusive 


models that make a gown distinctive. She 
said she could not get satisfaction in Chi- 
cago for we all will now have the same 


thing to show her. 

“T asked the woman where she would go 
and she thought to New York. I told her 
that would not solve the problem, for a 
dozen exhibitions of models are now on in 
that city in the openings of the various 
stores. Here in Chicago many other dis- 
plays may also be seen besides what we 
show in these rooms.“ 


“Model”? System Is Waning. 
Having disposed of this so that the at- 
tending dressmakers felt they could afford 
to remain in business for another season 
at least, Mme. Baker proceeded to give her 
opinions on the model system in general by 


‘which a small coterie of Parisian manufac- 


turers dictate to the world of fashion. 

The model business has received its 
death blow,“ she said. “ The leading French 
houses are resting on their reputations and 
not contributing enough to the fashions to 
entitle them to a continued leadership. I 
found on my last visit to Paris that the 
new designs were wanting in originality. 
One model is made and then hundreds pat- 
terned after it with so little difference that 
they might as well be all alike. 

“Now, as it is impossible to keep pat- 
terns exclusive, and as we cannot look to 
Paris as we used to do, every dressmaker 
will make her own designs. Those that 
are clever and can produce something will 
get the business and the others will have 
to retire. It might be presumptuous for me 
to say we can improve on the patterns shown 
from France, but we can certainly do as 


| well, and can make adaptations that will 


give them greater value.“ 
Must Be Shrewd Woman. 


Mme, Baker was in quest of ideas in her 
talk. She said she wanted suggestions that 
would aid in conducting a shop. The waste- 
fulness of the 
unspeakable, she declared. What with pins,

Was in Hiding Near Winside, Neb., and 


NORMAL SCHOOL SHIFTS 


WORK EXTENDED. 


Board Adopts Superintend- 
ent's Recommendation to 
Help Teachers. 


NIGHT CLASSES TO OPEN. 


Case of Miss McGrath, Who Seeks 
Reinstatement, Finally 
Dropped. 


The board of education, in regular meeting 
last night, adopted Supt. Cooley’s plan for 
extending the Normal school work for the 
benefit of those teachers desiring to take the 
promotional tests. In his recommendation to 


the board Mr. Cooley declared that more than 


600 teachers already had expressed a desire 
to take the examination, and that the force 
employed at the Normal school was inade- 
quate to carry on the work of instructing 
such large numbers. 

It was therefore voted to install the Nor- 
mal school extension courses in the Chicago 
Normal school, the West Division high 
school, and the Robert Waller high school, 
and Supt. Cooley was authorised to employ a 
staff of teachers of sufficient size to carry on 
the work. An appropriation of $2,000 was 
made to defray this expense. 


for Evening Schools. 

Mr. Cooley was also authorized by the 
board to prepare a list of principals and 
teachers for service in the evening schools. 
The list will be presented and approved at 
a future meeting of the board. Twenty-five 
evening schools will be opened in the vari- 
oug school districts not later than Oct. 16. 
This will necessitate the engaging of twen- 
ty-five principals and a proportionate num- 


ber of teachers. The appropriation for this 


purpose was voted by the board on July 9. 


All Kindergartens Under Rules. 
A resolution was passed placing all kin- 
installed in the public schools 
but supported independently of the board of 
education under the direct supervision of 
Supt. Cooley. The independent kindergar- 


tens must be under the management of kin- | 


dergarten teachers holding regular cer- 
tificates given by the board of education. 
When organized: they shall, according to 
the resolution, be open to the children of the 
neighborhood in which the school is located 
on the same conditions that apply to the 
public kindergartens supported by the board. 

No child legal age who may seek ad- 
mission to any of the independent kindergar- 
tens is to be denied entrance on the ground 
that its parents do not contribute to the main- 
tenance of the kindergarten. Trustee Thorp 
opposed the passage of this measure on the 
ground that the philanthropic citizens who 
establish kindergartens at their individual 
expense will not care to be dictated to. The 
board maintained, however, that it would be 
establishing a dangerous precedent to per- 
mit any department of the schools to pass 
from the direct control of Supt. Cooley. 


Case of Miss McGrath Dropped. 

The board denied the request of Miss Mary 
C. MeGrath for a trial before the entire 
board, and declared the McGrath incident 
closed by voting to “ lay the whole affair on 
the table.” 

This action was taken on motion of Trustee 
Harris, chairman of the school management 
committee. Mr. Harris explained that the 
subcommittee appointed to investigate the 
facts leading up to the dismissal of Mise Mc- 
Grath had forwarded a copy of the charges 
to Mise McGrath, and that she had declined 
to appear before the committee, 

Miss McGrath declared that the commit- 
tee had no jurisdiction in the case, said 
Trustee Harris, and we understand she 
intends to begin legal action against the 
board.

weather, which has existed so long and con- 


tinued until late in August, assumes the char- 
acter of an impending calamity to the cereal 
harvests of the year. Official advices re- 
ceived at the department of state are to the 
effect that until early in August the season, 
although remarkably late, was still hopeful, 
and the condition of the growing crops on 


June 15 and a month later was, in general, 


quite above that of the preceding year. 

But as the time came for the wheat and rye 
to ripen, the cold, wet, cloudy weather kept 
back the harvest long after the usual date, 
and when the work of gathering in the grain 
finally began greatly complicated the task 
of saving the crops. In many flelds the rye 
and wheat have been cut and lain in swaths 
or put up in shocks, exposed to rain and 
storm, until the grain bas been seriously 
damaged by sprouting. : 

The first samples of the new crop of rye 
are almost without exception damp, more or 
less unripe, and even when artificially dried 
of inferior grade. While the German grain 
crop this year will be nearly up to the aver- 
age in quantity, its quality has been serlous- 
ly damaged and large quantities of rye which

BURLINGTON PAYINGFOR 
rs COAL LAND OPTIONS. 


Agent of Railway Company Securing 
Rights in 41,000 Acres of Undevel 
oped Deposits in Illinois. — } 


Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad 
made the first payment today on the out- 
right purchase of coal and mineral rights 
lying beneath 41,000 acres of land in a terri- 
tory south of Springfield between the Chi- 
cago and Alton and the Illinois Central 
tracks. The coal and other mineral rights 
on the 41,000 acres of land will be paid for 
in cash just as rapidly as the transactions 
can be made, at a cost of nearly $1,000,000. 

The deal has been promoted by the Chi- 
cago; Burlington and Quincy railroad com- 
pany, which desires to have coal without de- 
pending on .other corporations, and four 
months ago plans were matured for the pur- 
chase of a coal field by the road that will be 
sufficient for many years to furnish enough 
coal for the conduct of the road’s business. 

It was not thought advisable to buy up 

old mines. A. G. Simpson, the mining ex- 
pert, to whom the matter was referred, sug- 
gested that an entirely new field, one that 
has never been worked, be procured, and the 
work of purchasing the coal and mineral 
rights on such a field was intrusted to Mr. 
Simpson. 
The contracts for options expire on Oct. 1, 
and today Chief Attorney Baldwin of the 
Burlington system began the work of pay- 
ing the cash for the rights contained in the 
more than 200 contracts. Mr. Baldwin 
opened his offices in the Girard bank today, 
having in his possession $100,000 in currency 
and the remainder of the $1,000,000 in drafts 
with which to pay for the mineral rights ob- 
tained by the company. 

The district in which the coal rights have 
been secured Nes south of Springfield and 
forms a parallelogram. The length of the 
tract Is eleven miles. At the south end the 
parallelogram is eight and one-half miles 
wide, at the center it is seven miles wide, 
and at the north end it is four and three- 
quarters miles wide.

Mr. Ball received the cash for several hun-

mente. The necessity for the court's tak- 
ing the company under its control, the 
lawyer stated, was, in fact, the direét re- 
sult of the recent financial troubles of the 
bicycle trust, on which the local factories 
are dependent mainly for their support. 

The action taken in the federal court,” 
said Attorney Towle, is thought to be for 
the best interests of all creditors. There is 
no question of the concern’s solvency.

History of the Company. 

The American Cycle Manufacturing com- 
pany was organized under the laws of New 
Jersey Dec. 19, 1901.

Up to the time of the organi- 
zation of this corporation the property which 
it now holds was owned by the bicycle trust. 
It was valued at $10,000,000, and when the 
new company took over the plants it issued 
its full value of capital stock in payment 
and gave promissory notes, amounting to 
$2,000,000, for the remainder. 

Since that time the actual value of the 
property is said to have been fixed at $2,819, - 
500. The corporation is said to have paid 
most of its note indebtedness to the Amer- 
ican Bicycle company.

Miles of the Work with the Aid of 

_ @ Stereopticon for the Benefit of Ex- 

perts—Speaker Also Tells of the 

Service the Company Plans to Give 

the City When the System Is Com- 
plete. | 


With the aid of a ticon and three 
dozen pictures George W. Jackson, head of 
the engineering company bearing his name, 
last night rebuilt twelve miles of the Illinois 
Telephone and Telegraph company's down- 
town conduit for the benefit of members 
the Western Society of Engineers. 

In his lecture, however, Mr. Jackson, aside 
from discussing the features of the work ap- 
pealing most to éngineering experts, outlined 
the advantages which the company aims to 
place in the hands of Chicagoans. 

want to say, he concluded, after he had 

traced each step of the construction of the 
tunnel by the pictures flashed on the screen, 
“that the people of Chicago. will receive 
great benefit from the building of this ex- 
change of 100,000 phones, for it is the aim of 
the company to accommodate 100,000 sub- 
gscribers. I know that it is the desire of 
President Wheeler and the financial men in- 
terested with him to have the good will of 
the people of Chicago, and to give our people 
the best telephone system in the world. This 
system; I believe, will be one of the most 
complete in the United States.” 


Free from Complaint or Accident. 

Mr. Jackson asserted that twelve miles 
of the downtown tunnel have been complet- 
ed without the least damage to property, 
the construction being carried on day and 
night by three shifts of workmen. 

* We have not had a single complaint 
from a taxpayer or pedestrian,“ he said, 
“nor a complaint from any department of 
the city hall. What is more fortunate, we 
have not had a single accident on the work. 
The people may be assured that the construc- 
tion of the conduit has been watched by 
the municipal authorities in such a thor- 
ough manner that there can be no possible 
ground for criticism from taxpayers.” 


Outlines Scope of Work. : 
The field in which the company is making 
every haste to extend its service was out- 
lined by Mr. Jackson as follows: 

„ The scope of the work is intended to 
reach the territory on the south side as far 
as Seventy-first street, on the west side to 
Kedzie avenue, and on the north side to 
Fullerton avenue, it having been decided 
that the building of the tunnels by conduit 
methods would be the speediest and most 
economical. From the main tunnel system 
it is the intention to build side branches cov- 
ering the entire city. These will be con- 
structed largely by tunneling. 

“Prom this system it is the purpose to 
construct a apis wh number of miles of 
tile conduit in ou ng districts to reach all 
the available territory to accommodate all 
classes of subscribers. The purpose of the 
company is to install a phone in every resi- 
dence, as well as in every business office and 
every menufactory, in Chicago.“

BLAS TIC MONEY A REMEDY 


CHARLES G. DAWES ADVOCATES 
IT BEFORE CREDIT MEN. 


Ex-Controller Calls for an Asset Cur- 
reney on Plan of Clearing House 
Certificates Used in New York to 
Relieve Financial Stringency—Vol- 
ney W. Foster Argues for a Depart- 
ment of Commerce and a Reorgan- 
ised Consular Service. 


An elastic currency that will relieve the 
money market of its annual difficulty at 
crop moving time, such as is now being com- 
plained of in all parts of the United States, 
was advocated before the Chicago Credit 
Men's association at the Auditorium last 
night by Charles G. Dawes, president of 
the Central Trust company and former con- 
troller of the currency. 

It was the association’s first monthly din- 
ner of the season, and the large attendance 
showed the keenest interest in Mr. Dawes’ 
remarks, though the only plan he offered 
was the adoption of an asset currency sim-’ 
ilar to the clearing house certificates which 
have been successfully used on several oc- 
— of temporary panic in New York 

ty. 

Besides Mr. Dawes there were on the pro-

Criticises Monetary System.

for an elastic currency which can be used 
as an asset to meet such emergencies as the 
one which now presents itself,“ said Mr. 
Dawes. “We need what I may call an 
emergency currency to lessen the annual dif- 
ficulties at crop moving time, and which can 
be retired when it has performed its service 
without disturbing business. 

“I do not believe it is possible under our 
present banking laws to have an asset cur- 
rency of this description, and congress will 
face a difficult problem when it undertakes 
to enact the necessary reform in our bank- ; 
ing system. It would be a great mistake to 
pass any law like the bill which has been 
under consideration. The danger of an in- 
filation of our currency is too great to admit 
of the consideration of that plan. 

** My belief is that an asset currency some- 
thing like the clearing house certificates 
adopted by the New York banks would meet 
the emergency satisfactorily. What we need 
in the way of legislation is a simple, definite, 
and direct law which can be easily under- 
stood by all. My fear is that congress wil) 
attempt to go too far in its endeavor to re- 
form our currency and do something so 
radical and revolutionary that disaster will 
follow.” 


For New Cabinet Department. 


Volney W. Foster pointed to the immense 
growth of trade between the Latin Amer- 
ican countries and the United States as an 
argument in favor of the establishment of a 
department of commerce and a reorganiza- 
tion of the consular service. 

Germany has long had the lion’s share 
of trade with the Latin American repub- 
les,“ said Mr. Foster, but when congress 
shall have created a department of commerce 
and reorganized our consular service on a 
purely civil service basis we shall lay a strong 
hand on a trade which has ever been our 
natural birthright. | 

I think an excellent step hae been taken 
by the National Business league of this city,

TAKES CHEERFUL TONE. 


Much Interest Displayed in Fight 
Over Home Rates on 
Whisky. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 

Hotel Frontenac, Frontenac, N. V. Sept. 
17.—[(8pecial.}—Prosperity, according to the 
reports made tod at the annual meeting 
of the Western Union, has come to fire in- 
surance at last after it had been for years 
the only losing business in an era of great 
prosperity. 

It has got rates up to a fairly paying basis, 
and with this increased income there has 
been a notable failing off in losses for the 
last three months. This has brought some 
disadvantages, for it has made it hard to 
secure cobperation for the maintenance of 
rates and hat caused many applications for 
reductions, espectally on the preferred 
classes. 

The annual meeting of the Western Union 


the Frontenac with a large attendance. The 
first day’s work was largely formal, being 
devoted to the reports of the president and 
the governing committee, meetings of com- 
mittees to which these were referred, and 
to special committee meetings. 


President Decamp Hopeful. 

President J. M. Decamp of Cincinnati took 
a hopeful and congratulatory tone in his re- 
port. He approved the work of the com- 
panies in getting the 25 per cent advance in 
the west, but called attention to the fact 
that it-applied to so small a proportion of 
the business that the average increase in 
rate was only 7 or 8 per cent, and even with 
that the average rate is still 6 or 7 per cent 
below the rate prevailing in 1898. The most 
encouraging feature was that the liabilities 
of the companies was not increasing in 
proportion to premium growth, so that while 
loss ratios had been high, the percentage 
of loss to amount of risk was considera- 
bly lower. 

On the vexed question of expense, Presi- 
dent Decamp suggested that if the com- 
panies were unable to remedy the evil, the 
local agents, through their organization 
and its sole agency movement, might find 
the way out. ; 


Fight with Home Company. 

The governing committee in its report 
went fully into the events.of an unusually 
important half year, paying special atten- 
tion to the 25 per cent advance for which 
this committee was responsible in theswest. 
The part of its report in Which the greatest 
interest was taken was that referring to its 
controversy with the Home of New York 
ever the reduction in rate on Kentucky 
whisky. The governing committee made a 
reduction of 10 per cent on all whisky writ- 
ten in the state, so as to check the writing 
through outside brokers, but the Home ap- 
plied the reduction to all whisky lines, writ- 
ten anywhere, on the ground that it had no 
right to make any discrimination. 

The committee held that the Home should 
be required to codperate and the matter was 
referred to the committee on the order of 
business; which set apart a time for it to- 
morrow. 

The question of throwing off all charges 
for the use of special gasoline devices is at- 
tracting much interest with a probability 
that the committee will be unable to agree 
on & report and the union may have to de- 
cide. The nonunion companies have been 
capturing the best business by ignoring the 
charges made obligatory upon the union 
companies. 


NEWS OF THE INSURANCE FIELD. 


Report of Special Committee on Viola- 
tions Adopted by the Un- 
derwriters. 


The Chicago Underwriters’ association 
held a largely attended meeting yesterday 
to consider the report of the special com- 
mittee on violations. The report was unani- 
mously approved. 

The salient changes that will be made will 
be uniform commissions to all authorized 
persons entitled to receive them. It is pro- 
posed to pay 10 per cent for ordinary busi- 
ness and 2 per cent for preferred. Regu- 
lar down town agents will be required to 
put up a deposit of $1,000 as a guarantee of 
good faith. Class 3, or suburban agents, 
brokers, and solicitors, will put up 850 de- 
posit. On these deposits 3 per cent interest 
will be paid. 

Heretofore grievances have been heard 
and tried before the investigating com- 
mittee or lately the executive committee. 
It is now proposed to have some outside 
independent referee to take up all viola- 
tions and pass judgment on them. This 
will remove the objection of being tried by 
a competitor. 

Companies that are represented by mem- 
bers cannot have representation outside, 
as is the case today with the Continental 
and Germania. The several letters that 
have been written by companies and indi- 
viduals or firms stating that they will not 
be bound by the rules as to commissions or 
other regulations are to be withdrawn. The 
outlook for harmony is much brighter and 
members express themselves as gratified as 
to the committee’s work.

The purposes of the Farmers’ National Co- 
operative Exchange company are set forth 
in a prospectus issued yesterday by Secre- 
tary O. W. Clapp.

Other 
points from the circular are: 

“We are not attempting suddenly to revo- 
lutionize present methods, but to gradually 
evolve a system of distribution of farm 
products which will prevent corners before 
harvest, when farmers have nothing to sell 
and panics after harvest when farmers sell 
too freely. The consumers buy so much 
every month, and the producer should sell so 
much every month. 

“Tt is not the supplies in farmers hands, 
but large accumulations in public ware- 
houses which depress values, and it will be 
our mission to assist the farmers in holding 
their grain until it can be gradually dis- 
tributed.”

Its asso 
ciations are delightful... Thoreau has im- 
mortalized it, and now it is destined to be 
the site of a great hog pen, with evil noises, 
and vile odors, and disgusting filth. If only 
Hawthorne were alive to meditate over it, 
Emerson to stab it with an epigram, Aleott 


to rend it with a syllogism, and Thoreau 


to crush it with his vigorous English! But 
all those worthies are forever silent. The 
most they ean do is to turn over what is 
left of themselves in Sleepy Hollow and be 
thankful they are not. living to witness the 
degradation of their favorite haunts.

Quarterly he discusses Barly Trusts in 
Holland,” and draws for his readers a por- 
trait of the octopus of three centuries ago. 

But even before that there are scattered 
indications of some o¢topus like animal.

THE OYSTER. BAY CONFERENCE. 
The conference at Oyster Bay between 
the president and a number of prominent 
republican senators resulted in outlining the 
party policy upon several leading issues and 
also developed a substantial agreement 
which is In every way gratifying. While 


the conference was informal, amounting 


only to an interchange of personal views, 
yet it clearly defined the general policy 
which will be maintained by the president 


and by speakers in the campaign. 


As to the question of immediate revision 
of the tariff the sentiment of the conference 
was that any such action would be wholly 
out of place and impossible at the coming 
session of congress, which will last only 


three months and which has an abundance 


of work before it of a pressing nature, in- 
cluding the annug! appropriations, which 
will take up almost all of the allotted time.“ 
It was agreed that it is impracticable to 
bring about any amendment of the tariff in 
the short session. The congress to be elect- 
ed in November will determine a year from 
nom what shall be done with reference to 
the tariff and neither the president nor any 


one else can pledge that body to any definite 


line of action. 

The most important matter decided was 
that the two issues, the tariff and the trusts, 
should be kept distinct. The president spe- 
‘cially insisted upon this point and urged 
there should be no confusion during the 
campaign between the two issues. He 
vigorously opposed using the tariff as a 
elub to punish the trusts, as in such case 
“the small manufacturers, who are out- 
side of the trust, would in each case be the 
greatest sufferers,” The sentiment of the 
conference as to this contention of the presi- 
dent was practically unanimous, as it was 
in the matter of tariff revision. 

The sentiment of the conference on the 
question of Cuban reciprocity is also ac- 


ceptable.. It was agreed that the president 
on his forthcoming western trip should re- 


affirm this principle, and it is well to note 


that he is authorized, in the opinion of 


the senate leaders, to express the belief 
that this principle will materialize by the 
negotiation and ratification of a reciprocity 
treaty during the short session of congress, 
Upon each of these questions, indeed, the 
tariff, the trusts, and Cuban reciprocity, the 
conference was wise, clear headed, and far 
sighted in its expression of views, and the 
outcome shows not only that there is sub- 


stantial agreement between the president 
and his advisers but also between the lead- 


ers ne the party.

to an ambitious aspirant. It is doubt- 
ful whether it has ever since been im- 
proved upon. In the meantime there are 
said to be no less than $17,248 amateurs naw 
busy on musical comedies, with Indiana yet 
to hear from And all the rest of us are 
merely waiting till we get time to sit down 
for a few hours and dash off something in 
the musical comedy line. 

For the benefit of this noble army of writ- 
ers here is printed a chapter or two from 
the working experience of Richard Carle, a 
professional musical comedian and writer, 
who has two successful musical comedies, 
“ Ma’mselle ‘Awkins" and “My Antoin- 


ette,”’ to hie credit, to say nothing of The 
Mummy and the Maid,“ which is under con- 
tract for next season. Mr. Carle also colab- 


orated with Mr. Steeley on the bock of The 


Storks,“ and he fs the au of many songs. 
one of them being y Gertie,“ one of 
the hits of The St „ both words and 
music being his.

In writing a musical comedy,” says Mr. 
Carle, as he put the preliminary coat of 
grease paint on his face in his dressing 
room, the first thing is to get hold of a 


| central idea of some novelty. Such ideas 


are not plentiful and a man is more likely to 
pick them up when he is not looking for 
them than in any other way. The central 
idea of The Storks,” for instance, which i- 
volves the transformation of the bungloo 
and his prime minister into storks, is taken 
bodily from a German fairy tale. 

Once I get such an idea I get a little book 
which will fit into my vest pockei and go on 
about my regular business, merely turning 


over my central idea and its possibilities in 


my mind. Every now and then something 
accurs to me which might be used in my book 
—it may come when I am riding downtown 
on the street cars or in my dressing room 
here at the theater or at dinner—and, with- 
out a moment’s delay, I take out my book and 
make a note of it. To each note I give a 
number in the book, so that I can refer to it 
without delay or unnecessary writing. 

“Tf I am talking to friends or walking 
along the street and hear somebody say 4 
bright thing which might be worked over 
into a poet gag I remember it, and, ae 


goon as I can do so politely, I write it down 


in my little book. Presently, without hav- 
ing put any special time on it, I have alarge 
quantity of material collected. 

I have also been thinking about the 
locale of my book. It must be placed in

some country, real or imaginary, where bril- 
Mant costumes and several changes of cos- 
tumes will be possible. Three or four changes 
in each act seem to be almost necessary. 
Then I begin to arrange my material into 
acts, keeping in mind that as a rule two acte 
are better than three in a musica! comedy, 
because the third act is too often nothing 
more than an anti-climax. Most important 
in this arrangement is the providing of a 
good climax for the first act, so that the in- 
terest of the audience shall be held tight and 
carried over into the second act without a 
break. 
Mind you, I do most of this arrangement 
in my mind, occasionally making some notes 
in my little book as I go along. Finally, 
when I have got things pretty well fixed in 
my mind, I sit down with eae pad of paper and 
@ leadpencil and start on the first act. And 
7 write straight ahead, be the writing good 
or bad, until I get through the first act. By 
that time I have usually got enough stuff 
written va to make three or four acts, such 
as they 
As — I simply indicate the places 


where I think songs should go, with notes to 
show whether they are to be sung as solos, 
duets, or choruses. I don't attempt to write 
the lyrics until I have the rest of the baok 


complete. I make no special effort to 


write them at any time, simply setting down 
my ideas and suggested titles or lines for the 
lyries as they happen to strike me. 


When I’ve got the first act all written 


out I quit for a few days, until the stuff gets 
cold. Then I sit down again, before I haue 
touched the second act, and tear what I have 
written all to pleces. Always I cut out more 


than half what I have written and change 


almost all of it, so that nobody. would rec- 
ognize it who hed read the first draft. 


“ After two or three goings over of this 


kind the first act begins to assume shape, 
and, while I have been working on it, the 
second act has largely worked itself ou 

my mind. That is, what happens in the —

In writing lyrics I believe that each song 
should help on the action of the play, though 
I know the rule is by no means gener ay 
lowed, In almost all the modern e 
comedies the greatest song Hits are thu.

polated merely because they are tunetu 
attractive. But any manager would 
to use only songs which help the actigggs 
the piece if he could get such songs

“In writing lyrics I I find that the fact that 
I play the piano is a great help to me. Oftes 
I cam sit down to the plano and by 
some snatch of melody I can suggest to my.

my songs. 

“ Finally, when I have the lyrics 
for the first act and the rest of it well werde 
out, I go to @ stenographer and dictate th.

First, it offers a true conception of the order of 
the universe in place of a false theory. It shows 
an natural law, cause and effect, rule the world, 
not miracle and magic operated by the arbitrary 
will of a supreme being. All religions are founded 
upon a cosmogony, and of all things it is important 
that the foundation should be right, Rationalism 
reste upon evolution as the explanation of the 
progress of the universe to its present condition, 
whereas Christianity is founded upon the idea ot 
special creation. The scholarship of the world is 
ai on the side of evolution, and, if true, the 
foundation of rationalism is as much better than 
that of Christianity as the true is better than 
the faise. 
Secondly, it offers honesty in place of fancy or 
dissimulation with respect to the mystery of 
origins. It says, 1 don't know the first cause, 
but if this now inscrutable secret is to become 
known it will be by man’s persistent study of 
nature.“ The Christian says, God made it,“ 
dut falls to tell us who made God, and merely sub- 
stitutes one mystery for another. 


Mr. Adams misrepresents the Christian 
idea in several cases; and tn several others 
falls to appreciate ft. He appears to con- 
sider that the recommendation of Confudius 
for “ reeiprocity between men is a finer 
ex ion of moral law than Do unto 
others as you would they should do unto 
you,” not percetving the quality of human 
interest in one utterdnce, and the uncon- 
vincing abstraction of the other. He advo- 
cates rationalism abeve Christianity be- 
cause it resents the social injustice of con- 
demning a woman for what is condoned in a 
man.“ Mr. Adams lays at the door of Chris- 
tlanity what may be ascribed to masculine 
arrogance. He quotes Mazzini in sustain- 
ment of rationalism, but much of Mazzini’s , 
utterance represents the ideale of true Chris- 
tians, and present, indeed, an eloquent Carts- 
tian formula. For example: We would 
make a man a fragment of the living truth— 
a real individual being linked to collective 
humanity; the bold seeker of things to come: 
the gentle, mild, loving, yet firm, uncompro- 
mising apostie of all that is just, heroic, and 


He whom Christians are still so perverse as 
to call the Son of God taught these things, 
‘and he would rejoice that all men held them 
~—rationalists among others. For the truth 
cannot be too widely disseminated, and 
though it be held by those who deny the 
value of Christ's contributions to phflosophy 
and to the world’s joy, it remains truth. 
Mr. Adams is of the opinion that if a man 
were to do all that Christ did he would to- 
day be considered harmful. Jesus does not 
represent the perfect type to Mr. Adama. 
He finds flaws in his character, but does 


better men than Jesus and better women 
than his mother, and we do not need to take 
our models from the vague and crude delinea- 
tions made by ancient l writers, when 
we have living epistles in the heroes and he- 
roines of the nineteenth century that teach 
us to construct ideal examples of the loftiest 
virtue yet made intelligible to the human 
mind—a god, better than the Christian God, 
and an example better than his son.” 

Did Mr. Adams really find it necessary to 
speak words of contumely against so gentle a 
man as Christ that he might praise modern 
love, chastity, courage, and sacrifice? The 
reviewer, at least, will not belittle modern 
virtues to celebrate Christ, for a Christian 
hae no occasion to belittle goodness wherever | 
it is found, 

There is often bittermess and cruelty in Mr. 
Adams’ book, and vast incomprehension of 
the thing’ he is writing about. He believes 
the strong man to be the good man, and the 
strong man, he opines, Hae no need of a 
fetish, a fancy, a God, a mediator, a Christ. 
Some strong mem are harmful. Napoleon, 
for example, or the valorous and brilliant 
Tracy, the bandit, Other strong men are 
humble, and have a craving for worship. 
They do not consider it a requirement of 
strength to suffer unnecessary loneliness. 
They enjoy prayer, which 18, in a fashion, a 
correspondence with God. To stand alone, 
without worship, is a thing no more required 
of them than celibacy. They enjoy theeense 
of worship, find themeelves strengthened by 
placing themselves in harmony with nature 
in a spiritual as well as a scientific sense, and 
accept religion as they do love, as 4 part of 
man’s natural melina tion, and a mitigation of 
the dangers, disasters, pains, and apparent 
extinction 

Mr. Adams is without doubt a man who 
means to live justly, to maintain the eager 
and investigating mind, to stand for liberty 
and goodness. But he does not quite tulfill 
his own ideal when he fails to respect the 
treasured ideals of other men. Men must 
“have liberty in which to enjoy even their 
errors; they must have room even for their 
illusions, and if Mr. Adams considers the 
Christian teaching an error, and ite faith 
an illusion, let him still leave space for it 
in his commonweaith—the commonwealth he 
has pictured where men will be erous, 
free, independent, and just. r. Adams 
agrees with Herbert Spencer in many of his 
ideas, particularly those relating to educa- 
tion. Ke is strongly opposed to the ob- 
gervance of the Sabbath and to ali religious 
instruction in public schools. He does not 
believe that mismated couples should live 
together, and he advocates the absolute 
equality of men and women before the law 
and in al? opportunity. He is opposed to 
war and to all forms of commercial theft— 
and in the latter includes a large part of the 
present commercial activity. 

His book is valuable in several ways; 
coarse at times; unfair at times; some- 
times passionate; sometimes 
clear, humane, and aspiring. 
apparently, the work of a man who 
has argued much, thought intensely, and for- 
gotten to preserve toward others that pro- 
found courtesy which such a heathen phil-. 
osopher as Marcus Aurelius was careful to 
maintain toward those who disagreed with 
him. if Mr. Adams i quite determined to 
remain a pagan, there are several scholars 
of his persuasion whom it would be a pleas- 
ure to recommend for his perusal, for they 
have learned much more than he to possess 
their souls in peace, their enlightenment 
without contempt for other men less ta- 
vored, and their courtesy as a birthright. 

And, after all, since Mr. Adams ig so sure 
of his own illumination, need he quarrel 
with those who still remain in darkness?

Recent developments in and out of the di- 
rectors’ room have stirred up more or less 
talk on the subject of the establishment of 
a bureau of information,“ through which 
a commission house may be fully posted as 
to the character and record of a clerk whose 
employment is considered. It is claimed a 
membership in a personal character 
clearing house of this kind would have been 
a fine thing for Logan, Weare, Booth, and 
others. More recently Lester-Kneeland 
might have found it useful. 

The strength of the cash wheat market 
here and at oher points is a matter of con. 
siderable surprise even to the bulls on the 
deferred deliveries. The latter are making 
no special advance, while the cash prices keep 
up surprisingly strong. There are some big 
houses on the bull side of the market. Presi- 
dent Warren represents one of these con- 
cerns. He s: “If wheat has any value 
the deferred deliveries are certainly too low. 
The cash market is taking care of everything 
offered. It is surprising the manner in which 
the California crop, as an example, has gone 
into consumption. They raise a particularly 
high grade of wheat on the coast, and it 18 
in excellent demand for biending purposes. 
Personally, I cannot understand why a man 
should sell wheat short at these prices, con- 
sidering the fact that stocks are almost 
down to the vanishing point. The visible 
supply normally should be 10,000,000 to 15,- 
000,000 bu larger than it is now. There seems 
little prospect of its increasing. Spring 
wheat is not coming into market as ex- 
pected and grinding interests are tdking care 
of about all the old wheat. The cash demand 
covers corn as well as wheat, and is keeping 
the cash and September price at an alto- 
gether abnormal premium over the Decem- 
ber and May. There has unquestionably 
been a good deal of damage to the corn crop, 
especially in the northern half of the belt, 
and it would not surprise me if later a good 
many million bushels of merchantable corn 
had been cut off the crop.”’

at Clinton, Ia., sends in some bullish advices | 


on corn, after traveling through the northern 
part of the state. He says: ‘‘ From Sioux 
Falls to Estherville everything is frozen so 
it is entirely dead. From Estherville to 
Cedar Rapids it is all killed on low ground 
From Cedar Rapids to Clinton it is damaged 
considerably, at least two-thirds of it being 
killed entirely. I conclude there will be only 
a small percentage of merchantabe corn in 
the north half of Iéwa. I would rather have 
60 to 65 per cent of a good average crop than 
to have the present crop, and from a dealer's 
standpoint I would rather have a good half 
crop. There are few oats in northern Iowa 
and southern Minnesota better than No. 4 
white.’

Persecutions by Roumania 


Made Subject of Identi- 
cal Note to Powers. 


REASONS FOR 


PROTEST. 


Class of Emigrants Driven to 
United States Not Kind to 
Make Good Citizens. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 17.—[Special.}— 
Secretary of State John Hay has protested 
* in the interest of the oppressed Roumanian 


Jews and the United States He has writ- 
ten a note to the United States ambassadors 
and ministers accredited to the powers of 
Europe, who are by the treaty of Berlin re- 
sponsible for Roumania's independence. 
The step has beem taken by Secretary Hay 
with the double purpose of protecting the 
jong suffering Jews of the Balkan states 
and of averting the present peril of the im- 
migration into the United States of 61 horde 


of paupers. 


Identical Note Sent Out. 
The action takes the form of a state paper, 
remarkable in several respects, which nas | 
been dispatched in identical form to every 


ambassador 


and minister 


of the United 


States residing in one of the countries öf Eu- 


rope, which were parties to the treaty at 
Berlin of 1878—namely: 


Great Britain, 


France, Germany, Russia, Italy, Austria, and 


Turkey, 


marking the termination of 


the 


Turko-Russian war, and the creation by di- 
rect act of the powers of the independent 


Balkan states. 


Because the powers are thus responsible 
for the existence of Roumania, the culprit 
in this case, the secretary of state has di- 
rected the note to them in the hope that they 
will bring the Roumanian government to a 
Sense of its duties towards civilization at 
Jarge, as well as to cause it to ametiorate the 
frightful condition of the Roumanian Jews.
